REGULAR MEETING

Franklin County Fiscal Court met on Thursday, May 10, 2018 in the Fiscal Court Room at 321
West Main Street, Frankfort, KY. The meeting was called to order at 7:18 p.m. with Judge Huston
Wells presiding. The following members of Fiscal Court were present: Squire Michael Turner,
Squire Fred Goins, Squire Don Sturgeon, Squire Scotty Tracy, Squire Marti Booth, and Squire
Lambert Moore. County Attorney Rick Sparks was in attendance.

(During work session, by general consent, the soccer complex at Lakeview Park will be named after
former Magistrate Jennie Smither.)

Following roll call and pledge of allegiance, motion by Squire Sturgeon, seconded by Squire Goins,
for authorization for approval of minutes from regular meeting of April 20, 2018. Voting in favor of
the motion were Squires Turner, Goins, Sturgeon, Tracy, Booth, Moore and Judge Wells. Motion
passed.

Motion by Squire Goins, seconded by Squire Tracy, for authorization to approve County Clerk's
Claim for Calculation of Motor Vehicle and Boat Bills for 2018 to be paid by Fiscal Court in the
amount of $8,108.70. Voting in favor of the motion were Squires Turner, Goins, Sturgeon, Tracy,
Booth, Moore and Judge Wells. Motion passed.

Motion by Squire Turner, seconded by Squire Booth, for authorization to approve Cash Transfer,
Fiscal Year 2017-2018, from the General Reserve Fund ($200,000) to the Federal Cash Fund.

Motion by Squire Goins, seconded by Squire Moore, for authorization to approve Resolution #21-
2018, Authorizing the Filing of an Application for 2018-2019 Waste Tire Grant Program with the
Kentucky Department for Environmental Protection, Division of Waste Management, and
Authorizing the County Judge/Executive to Execute All Documents pertaining to this Grant.

Motion by Squire Booth, seconded by Squire Turner, for authorization to accept proposal from
Agquarius Marine, LLC and authorize County Judge/Executive to execute all required documents for
removal and salvage of derelict in Kentucky River.
